REMARKS 

In the above identified Notice Hie Examiner has stated a reason for allowance, which Applicant 
recognizes as not being the invention he wishes to patent Applicant has amended claim 27 to make it more 
in line with what he wishes to be patented. 

As amended, Applicant maintains mat the claims define patentable subject matter over Parham. 
The benztriazole compounds of Parham are not present in an amount sufficient to reduce oil photooxidation 
and phytotoxicity of the oil as now required by amended claim 27. Since Parham's compounds are 
herbicides, they must by nature be phytotoxic, so Parham teaches away from reducing the levels of 
phytotoxicity. 

Applicant hereby requests reconsideration and allowance. 

With the above amendments and remarks, this application is considered ready for allowance.
